Succumbing to the effects of lock­ 
jaw which resulted from stepping on 
a piece of rusty w'ire on Saturday, 
August 18, Bernard 
J. 
Rosensteel, 
youngest son of Mr. and Mrs. Emory 
Rosensteel, Round Top, died at 12:30 
o’clock this morning at the Warner 
Hospital, where every effort has been 
made to save his life since his admis­ 
sion on Wednesday. 
He was aged 14 
years, 8 months and ll days. 
According to members of the fam­ 
ily, young Rosensteel stepped on a 
piece of wire in the road near his 
home. 
The greater portion of the 
piece was buried in the earth, enough 
of it protruding so that it punctured 
his “sneakers” and ran almost through 
the foot. 
Medical attention was given im­ 
mediately, the wound was disinfected 
and treatments were continued for 
several days until the puncture ap­ 
parently healed. 
Last Monday the boy complained of 
pains in his neck and shoulders, and 
said his jaws felt stiff.

Harrisburg, Sept. I.—Governor Pin­ 
chot and representatives of mine op­ 
erators and officials of the miners’ 
union all agree today to lay aside un­
